Briefly, Lord Shaughnessy’s 
solution of the railway problem 
is that the national railways be 
incorporated With the Canadian 
Pacific in one great public sys¬ 
tem to be operated by the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Company’s organi¬ 
sation. In return for the par¬ 
ticipation of the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic and the transfer of its prop¬ 
erties to the new national group 
its shareholders are to be guar 
anteed a certain perpetual divi¬ 
dend on their stock, the 
amount to be supplemented by 
further payment when the 
whole system yields a “speci¬ 
fied return.” 

Lord Shaughnessy concedes 
that under existing conditions 
such a consolidation would still 
leave a heavy deficit on the back 
of the Canadian public, amount¬ 
ing approximately to $80,000,000, 
but claims that if these condi¬ 
tions are altered by the elimin¬ 
ation of unnecessary service and 
duplication at terminals and 
where the several transcontin¬ 
ental lines parallel one another 
closely, it might be possible to 
reduce this deficit to $ll,000;00ft 
or $12,000,000, which should be 
, Wilted out by the increased busi¬ 
ness that would arise from the 
development of the country. He 
does not propose that the C. P 
R. interest in lands, steamships, 
railways in the United States 
»nd other extraneous assets 
should be transferred to the con 
lolidation, but these are to bo 
. transferred to and administered 
by trustees or a subsidiary com¬ 
pany apart from the railroad 1 
g r ou p:- .>.. 

Such a proposal undoubtedly 
Would be extremely advantag¬ 
eous to the C. P. R. It would 
give that road control of the en¬ 
tire railway system of the Do 
minion while the Canadian peo¬ 
ple would be committed to a per¬ 
petual guarantee of dividends to 
the holders of C. P. R. stock. 
Apparently there would be ho 
control by Parliament, since 
Lord Shaughnessy objects to 
-any plan which could be 
changed “at any session of Par¬ 
liament,” and the big single 
public system therefore would 
nave no other public connection 
than the public guarantee of 
dividends in perpetuity to the 
C. P. R. stockholders, besides its 
present guarantee on the other 
roads. We are not insisting 
that this would not be an 
Improvement on present con¬ 
ditions. These could not be 
worse under any kind of a so¬ 
lution, for not only are we lon r 
fronted with annual deficits of 
$70,000,000 but Canada is being 
strangled with abnormal freight 
rates as well. Canada is over 
railroaded. It has less than 250 
people for every mile of road. It 
has more transportation railroad 
systems than the United States 
bad when its population was 
three nr four times that of this 
Dominion. There are large 
readies of territory served by 
Uiree lines where one would be 
sufficient, and in some instances 
where even one cannot be oper¬ 
ated profitably. 

But it iR a hopeless pessimist, 
indeed, who maintains that the 
prospects are so cheerless that 
there is no other way out of the 
difficulty than by adopting Lord 
Shaughnessy's proposal. The 
country is only yet in its in¬ 
fancy. Following the period of 
readjustment in which the whole 
world te involved the progress of 
this Dominion is likely to be be¬ 
yond all precedent. Meanwhile, 
no matter what is done certain 
heroic measures will be neces¬ 
sary. It ought to be possible to 
work out some scheme which 
will dispense with the waste of 
energy and money through the 
duplication of Services in many 
parts of the C ttBBlCT. at the same 
time avoiding anything In. the 
nature of' a -mo n opoly ot- con¬ 
trol and operation . 


WILL THBY ACCEPT? 

Before the latest reparations 
offer of the German Government 
may be transmitted to the Allied 
Supreme Council by President 
Harding the United States Cabi¬ 
net will require to satisfy itself 
that an amount of two hundred 
billion marks computed at ma¬ 
turity-value will be regarded by 
the Allies as sufficient to form 
the basis of fresh negotiations. 
French opinion already rejects 
the new proposal aa unaccept¬ 
able as a foundation for discus¬ 
sion, and although the American 
Government has been asked to 
assist Berlin by suggesting any 
alteration of terms that may en- 
»Rpe a warmer reception by the 
Allies it is more than likely that 
its action will be influenced by 
the frigid comment which the of¬ 
fer has occasioned in Faria. 

The President is unacqnyinted 
with Germany's ability to pay. 
lie has merely accepted the role 
Of intermediary without any 
more responsibility than that 
which might be involved in a 
few suggested amendments to 
the German Government that 
would conform to the official 
views of the Supreme Council. 
Germany will get no consolation 
from the United States. The 
President and his Cabinet saw 
the usual clumsy attempt at, in¬ 
trigue and wasted no time in 
disillusioning the German Gov¬ 
ernment by reiterating the gen¬ 
eral American desire to see the 
full amount of punishment 
meted out. None the less the 
French distaste for the re-open¬ 
ing of negotiations upon the two 
hundred billion offer may not 
find Mr. Lloyd George in a like 
mood or even coincide with Ital¬ 
ian sentiment. 

If it were possible to arrive 
at an estimate of Germany's 
actual liability there would be 
a good deal more point to the 
whole question of reparations. 
But France and the other Al¬ 
lied countries will have to ad¬ 
mit eventually that Germany 
could not pay for all the damage 
r she has done. Cfif that basis- rf 
is logical to urge the best pos¬ 
sible settlement before her abil- 
: ity to pay to the extent of her 
own estimate shall be dissipated 
by an indefinite course of action 
which merely clogs the wheels of 
her economic machinery. 

If peace in Europe may be re¬ 
stored by consenting to re-open 
the whole question of Germany’s 
1 liability on the new basis it 
would appear to be worth white 
to suggest that President Hard 
ing pass the note along to the 
Allied Supreme Council. Should 
the Entente agree upon the in¬ 
adequacy of the amount and in¬ 
sist upon the exaction of penal¬ 
ties by a further invasion of 
German territory the question 
arises as to how far Great Brit¬ 
ain would support France. 
Would she still consent to nom¬ 
inal representation by a sprink¬ 
ling of her military and naval 
forces in the occupied areas! 
Or will she deem it wiser to 
take two hundred billion marks 
and charge the balance of 
the claim to the economic rehab¬ 
ilitation of Europe and the ef¬ 
fort to restore world peace! 

ANOTHER WAY. 

Although not in position to 
speak for the Government as a 
whole the Attorney-General in¬ 
formed a Vancouver audience 
yesterday that the Province 
might get rid of its obligation 
in respect of the Pacific Great 
Eastern Railway system by dis¬ 
posing of it to a financial group 
with ample resources. In addi¬ 
tion to releasing the road itself 
Mr. Farris would also throw in 
a measure of compensation by 
way of land grants in that sec¬ 
tion of the Brovinee which is 
expected to derive considerable 
benefit when this particular 
transportation system is com¬ 
plete. The Attorney-General’s 
idea is worth serious consider¬ 
ation. If the desirable financial 
group may be persuaded to take 
the system and develop the local¬ 
ity which it is intended to serve 
there should be good business in 
it for both buyers and sellers. 
That phase of the proposal 
which wonld concern itself with 
the allotment of land may pre¬ 
sent a few difficulties; but if an 
orgy of land gobbling by big in¬ 
terests were expressly provided 
a g a in st it s ho ul d n o t Be a diffi¬ 
cult matter to reconcile the pub¬ 
lic mind-on the strength of con¬ 
siderable relief in prospect. The 
only alternative is disposal to 
the Dominion Government and 
its ultimate merger with the na¬ 
tional systems. But of this there 
is little hope. Recent develop-

A WISE COURSE. 

In its decision to fix the tax 
rate for the year without regard 
for possible revenue from liquor 
profits the City Council has 
acted in the best interests of the 
community. There may be suf¬ 
ficient reason for supposing that 
the first year’s trading will yield 
a substantial turnover and a 
handsome profit for division 
among the municipalities. But 
the law about to be proclaimed 
in effect te experimental legia- 
lation at the beat. Certain it is 
that" the Provincial Treasury 
will be considerably enriched 
through the operation of the Li¬ 
quor Control Act. At the same 
time if the municipalities arc 
content to treat the first division 
of spoils as “found money” 
there will be no disappointment 
at the end of the period if the 
returns are not as glowing as 
some people have predicted. 
Like other cities Victoria al¬ 
ready has indulged in the pro¬ 
cess of mortgaging posterity to 
a very dangerous extent and it 
should understand by this time 
what, is meant by paying the 
piper. If its share of the divided 
profits is enough to make an ap¬ 
preciable reduction in next 
year'8 tax rate it will have the 
benefit of the additional revenue 
during the current period. It 
requires every cent it can coL 
lect at this stage. 


NOTE AND COMMENT
